Some notion of 
the magnitude of the enterprise will be 
gathered when 1 slate that tho covered 
space will amount to t>ver 2ti0,000 square 
feet. Of this every foot has been taken, 
and at the last moment the cmnniiltei' 
found their plans somewhat upset by an 
.■i[iplication from Russia for 10,000 si|uare 
feel for her exhibits. 'I'lie lirst eo.-,t of 
conslriictioii ia pul down at j.'10,lK)0. l''or 
the most part ihe buildings are of wood 
and glass, though iron of course ia also 
brought into reipiisition where groab'r 
stability and Ktrcngth are reiiuired. .■\s 
far as it is luiasible to judge, the designs 
seem excellent and in every way well 
ailapted to the purpose in view. .Natu 
rally one thinks of the risk uf lire when 
such iiullamiiiable materi.ils are so largely 
used. Hut danger from this source is to 
be carefully guanled against by a very 
oflicieiit though simple precaut ion . Loth 
inside and out tho galleries will be cover- 
ed with, in all, live coats of iisbesl 's lire 
proof paint, of which sonio thirty six tiuis urixy for the perforiiianco of the 
will bo employed. Ami to show the pro- 
tection that will be thus afforded, the tiri-- 
proof qualities of the paint were [uit Ui a 
severe tost in the grounds recently. Two 
small wooden huts wore erected and set 
on lire. One, of unpuiiited deal, was a 
mass of llamea in a few minutes. The 
other, coated internally and externally 
with tho asbestos paint, remained un- 
scathed though a blazing Gro of shavings 
was i;{nited inside and was made tiorcor 
by a contribution of petroleum.

Model tishoriiien'a cottages 
will bo erected on the ground, A special 
building ia to be devoted to tho purifica- 
tion of polluted water. An open square 
space in one corner of the grounds is to 
be converted into a Bniall ti.'ili market, 
where it is hoped to display each day 
Gome of the fiucHt fish that reach the me 
trop.dis. But —and this is still mon: im- 
|>ortant — il is intended, with the co "per- 
aliou of tho llshinoiigcrs' coinpaii\', and 
the national school of cookery, to show by 
public experiment how much fiah i^f the 
must wholesome and nutritious character 
is constantly wasted.

The government had 
altogetlier ton much to do just now and 
11 was ilesirable that the house, being a 
new one, slmuld take this matter out of 
the goveriimeiit's hands. No doubt sev- 
eral of the civil aorvanta had ap|died to 
ineiiiburs of the house, not an advisable 
cour.so to pursue, however, but such had 
been the ease, In get an advance 
nf s.dary. Old civil servants should 
liave their salaries increased and they 
sliniild have soinetlung to look forward to 
ill tho tuture. .\t present some of them 
after 20 years' service had nothing what- 
ever to look forward to and wore subject 
at any time tu have their salaries cut down 
or themselves dismissed without u day s 
iintice. He hoped that the resolulmn 
would be carried and the committee a[i- 
pninted.

Hon. Mr. Robson had imt iiiteniled to 
tmuble the house with any remarks, but 
what had fallen from the hmi. the leader 
nf the iqipnsitloii seemed to call fnr a re- 
ply. That lion, gentleman hail stated 
to the hotiso that all reference to the 
visit of the fiovernor {b'lierni and the 
Princess Louise had been advisedly omit- 
ted from the speech from tho Tliroiio, and 
that it was the intent inn nf lii.s gnvern- 
iiieiit to lake a .-jteii similai' to the niie 
now taken, a cmirse whicli lie a.isorted 
was tlie usual and proper one. Now he 
(.Mr. Kobson) entirely dissented from that 
view. He maintained that so meniorable 
an incident as the visit referred to waa 
entitled to prominent notice by this 
house, and slimild certainly have had a 
place in tin- npening speech. If wo Inoked 
to the Federal Parliament we fmnid tliat 
visit receiviin; prominent ineiitmn in tl'.' 
siieeeli from the Throne and iii the de- 
bates arising thereon in both houses of 
parlianieiit; and how much more did it 
iiecome the province whinb had been so 
liiglily honored t,o make prominent iiieii- 
limi of it. The fact w.is the Into gnveni 
lueiit had made an uiqiardniiable niiiissinii, 
ami ho took occasion to cmiipliiuent the 
hull, the siJiiior member fnr Nanainio (.Mr. 
Diiiisnuiir) for emuiiig fnrward and su[(- 
plying the omissinii. The event itself 
waa liiiquestiniiably imp which would be 
cherished and fniidly remombeied by 
the peiqde. Dur beloved (jiieon is repro 
sunted by the lieutenant governor, and 
occasionally more fully by the presence 
amongst us of the governor genernl; but 
the visit and protracted stay amongst us 
■ if the most lovuablu daughter uf the 
l,liieeii is iin cninmoii event. It is one 
whicli must enlist itnio an inqmrtaiit 
e|ioch ill the history nf I Ins dishiut pro- 
vince, and tho renieinbrance i.f tho ami- 
able ways and graceful condeaceiisions nf 
Tier Royal Highness, while going mit and 
in anioiitr us, will be fondly cherished by- 
all classes I.f the people. It is most tit- 
ting, t herefme, that this house should, 
by a 1 •', al and uiianimons vtjte, mark its 
apprei. i.itioii of tlie honor and pleasure 
coiifei ied iijjon our province by that visit. 
.Again eongratulatiiig the ll.ui, niember 
who had intr.iduced the address, he re- 
sumed bis seat amid applause. 

.Mr. T. l)a\ie lie:u'tily coineideil w'ltli 
the views that bail been enunciated, but 
he wished that such a document ithould 
be drawn np in the best pnssible nianiior. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said that the address 
could be engrossed before being sent. 

Mr. T. Davie i ' miltpd that the ad- 
dress slmuld be hi i 111 the hands nf the 
gnvernnielit to be revised hefnre being 
deapatclied ; but al the same time he cmild 
not see w here il cmild be improved.
